Shanley s0ld lots in the Highland addition
10 the eity of Lanecaster, O., aud be claimed
to be representing the Highland Manufact-
uring Company. He operated among the
foreign glussblowers, especially the Belgians
of Piutsburg and vicinity. The first pur-
chinse of Jand was made by Alired George,
the pleintiff in this case, last November,
Sioce that time he has paid the full amonnt
of the purchase, §362. The contract was
that & deed was to be deliversd as soon
5s the last payment was made. When the
1sst amount was paid, in March, Shanley
executed a deed to George and he sent it to
Lancaster to have it recorded. The infor-
mation was soon alter received that Shan-
ley did not own the property und could not
law ully excoute s deed. He had con-
tracted with the owner of the land, but had
ot complied with the provisions of the
contract and thereiore could notsell the
property.
